This decision was arrived at after a 
private and public conference, the other 
proposals of the contractors mentioned 
at Monday's meeting being read but 
not considered. 

' - TWitlr or-^rtvat*. 

There was a preliminary discussion 
downstairs as to whether the meeting 
should lie open to the press, the aider- 
men and officials having already talked 
the matter over tn committee, and the 
desire to reseat the presence of the press 
was neg**fved through the activity of 
Alderman Cuthbert. who pointed out 
that the council had adjourned lo the 
hqur set, and. therefore, the press or 
public must be admitted. 

City Solicitor Robert non went up¬ 
stairs to look up the authorities, and 
determine the law on the subject While 
he was away the council decided to 
adjourn the meeting upstair*, and ac¬ 
cordingly did so, thereby nettling the 
matter.
